LKALINE dust, mesquite bush, 

“ dobe” shacks and tortillas sig- 

nal the line of demarkation be- 

tween civilization on the northern side 

and semi-savagery and peonage on the 
southern side of the Rio Grande. 

It is into this arid, inhospitable, and 
hostile territory that thousands of 
young soldiers, proud to show through 
service their love of country, will, 
probably, be thrown in the immediate 
future. The Spirit of ’46 has been 
awakened by the call to arms, and, 
should history repeat itself, a second 
conquest of Mexico may follow. 

But, unlike their grandfathers, those 
who carry “ Old Glory” into the land 
of Manana will, this time, make their 
entrance from the north. The objective 
point, Mexico City, would be the same, 
but the offensive of General Funston 
will, no doubt, differ considerably from 
that of General Scott, who chose Vera 
Cruz as his principal base.

troops from El] Paso would travel south 
to Zacatecas, and then, bearing slightly 
to the southeast, go on to the capital of 
the de facto Government. Converging 
from the west and the east, from 
Brownsville on the gulf side and from 
Douglas on the Arizona border line, the 
United States Army might sweep on 
through Chihuahua, Torreon, Durango, 
and Saltillo, their course a straight and 
undeviating one; their purpose a com- 
mon goal.

The 
Rurales, a mounted police force almost 
equal in morale and far greater in 
strength than the famous Texas 
Rangers, are to be reckoned with. The 
constitutional cavalry with their wiry 
mounts, trained on a par with the Ital- 
ian “ devil-riders,” are apt to cause

Generals. The Sierra Madre, the back- 
bone of Mexico, linking up the Rocky 
Mountains of the north with the 
Andean Cordillera of the south, will 
emphasize the excellence of their moun- 
tain batteries, the superior of which is 
only to be found in Chile.

come, which will overshadow even that 
of the past; profiles registering aban- 
doned hope and even resignation of the 
future. Children, little toddling mites 
already old in years, pounding the 
family wash in a _ yellow, trickling 
stream; litt#lé mothers, scarce ten years 
old, with lean, malformed infants 
strung straddie-wise on their hips or 
backs; the adobe shelter which is 
known as home, and the half-starved, 
decrepit burro tethered to a giant 
cactus.
